WHERE THE WAR OF THE REV- 


OLUTION STARTED 


Thc historian, writing of the times: 


that led up to the Revolution, says; 
under date of May and June, 1165,

600 men ami women cheered as Jamei 
T. Scott, a negro, employed as Janitor 
»t the university, was taken from the 
jail by a storming party and hung,' 
protesting his Innocence, from a rail- 
road bridge. 
He had been Identified 


by Regina Almstedt, fourteen -years 
old, daughter of Professor II. II. Alm- 
stedt of the university, as the negro 
who on April 20 tried to attack her 
near the very bridge from which his 
body dangled for an hour and a hilt 
after the lynchera had dispersed.. 


Sheriff Brown.and Deputy. Sheriff 


Hall, who acts as jailer, were not sur. 
prised when, about 11:15 o'clock p. m., 
they heard a cry outside the jail, 
"Come on—he's In here." They rush- 
ed to lhn door to confront a mob of 
twenty-five or thirty men and youths 
brandishing ropes and pistols 


When 
students 
and 
townspeople 


heard there was a lynching on fool 
there was a rush for the jail. 
From 


all directions ran students and resi- 
dents, young and old. among them 
many women. 


When they arrived the building was 


surrounded, ana during the two hours 
that the leaders of the lypchers ham- 
mered at the walls and doors the 
townsfolk continued to gather, some 
apparently having deserted dancing 
floors. When the Sheriff and the jail- 
er found their pleas were unavailing, 
they too stood by and watched. Sev- 
eral city poHccmen seemed helpless. 


The first of the jail's doors was 


broken open without difficulty, but the 
second gave trouble and an acetylene 
torch was brought into play. 


When the leek of Scotl's cell yield- 


ed to Ihe torch and he was dragged 
forth, cheers swelled Into a roar from 
the throats of the hundreds outside. 


"Take him to Stewart Bridge," Ihe 


leaders yellcil. and they set oB, push- 
Ing and dragging their victim toward 
the structure in Iho southwestern part 
of town that spans a deep ravine anil 
He .Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail- 
road tracks. 


Hundreds followed tho mob, Includ 


ing about fifty women. There were 
at least fifty automobiles in the pro- 
cessioi. and university students In 
many nf them, although It Is not 
known Iliat any student took an active 
part In the storming of the jail or the 
lynching.

of Tut-Aukh-Amen was recently found,

bits of Information relating to the ac- 
tivities of rnen^ln past ages. 


Tbe university Is now conducting 


four expeditions. 
One Is In the Valley 


of the Kings, another at Memphis, 
which was the oldest capital of Egypt; 
a third In Palestine, and another In 
Babylonia, where In connection with 
the expedition of the British museum, 
an ancient temple believed to have 
been 
built 3,000 years before the 


birth of Christ was discovered. 
An- 


nouncement of the finding of this tem- 
ple was recently made. 
Inscriptions 


were found showing that King Nebu- 
chadnezzar repaired the place during 
his reign In the Sixth century, 11. O. 


Excavation Work Continuous. 


The university has arranged the 


work of her excavators so that when 
the hot weather season comes In one 
place they move to another, assuring 
clmost continuous effort. 


The work now coming to a close Is 


at Thebes In an area adjoining the 
concession of Lord Carnarvon. During 
the two seasons of digging at Thebes 
several tombs have been discovered 
constructed In the _same wiy as that 
of Tut-Ankh-Amen. but all of them open 
and looted. The objects found In each 
were not of Interest to robbers, such 
as canoplc Jars, UBhabtls, Inscriptions 
and papyri.. 


In the last nsmed class of objects a 


.really notable discovery was made at 


the cloie of last season, when two 
sealed pottery cylinders were found 
within the 
entrance chamber of a 


tomb, which contained rolls of papyri. 
These were In n perfect stste of pres- 
ervation. 
On the outside of each roll 


was a document written In ancient 
Greek, and 
upon 
examination the 


papyri proved to be Demotic docu- 
ments dating from 318 B. 0. to 265 
B. C. 
They are mostly contracts, and 


contain the'business trtnsactlons of 
a family during the period of years 
which they '.-rneml. 
These papyri 


are now being triinslsted in the uni- 
versity museum. 


All of the lombs discovered on the 


museum's concession were of officials 
of the government of Thebes who 
wished to be hurled near the kings, 
and whose tombs are, therefore, found 
In close proilmlty to the royal restlnu 
places. 


At (lie same time thtt the univer- 


sity museum Is working this conces- 
sion at Thebes U is also excavating 
at Memphis, 14 miles above Cairo, 
where the museum expedition discov- 
ered several yeRrs ago the royal pal- 
ace of Merenptah, Kn extensive struc- 
ture covering a large area and In- 
closing numerous courts. 
The floors 


of thla temple are found 25 feet below 
the surface of the ground. The lower 
walls, and sometimes doorways and 
parts of columns, are found standing.

of some' of the' ewes th'at wotild other- 
v.lse be lost, and will ofie^i thus great- 
ly Increase' Ihe'iimiiufi't of profit from 
the flock, according to specialists of 
Ihe United States Department of Ag-

Evj-es which have been Veil 'cared 


fo^ and which'arrive at'thU season In 
good condition ;wllj jive rvery ' little 
trouble during [ajnblng: H ihou'id be 
remembereil tliat"'only a sinall amount 
of grain, approijmateiy one-quarler to 
one-half pound.!, |>?r '^ad ,'per' day, 
*hbuld be 'fed to' the ewes' Just before 
lambing, as heavy grain feeding at this 
time will oftl-n c-ausc udder trouble. 
Byen in nockii which have received the 
best of care,'ft Is usually'necessary bo 
help some of th" ewes deliver'their, 
lambs. When assistance is needed the 
h'ahds' shb'uiii' be thoroughly cleansed 
and rubbed with oil to prevent Infec- 
tion and irritation to the ewe. 


Ewe in Individual Pen. 


Just before or Immediately after she 


has lambed, eac-h owe should be placed 
In a small Individual pen. The use of 
these pens prevents the other sheep 
from Injuring the lambs and gives the 
ewe a much better chance to "mother" 
her lamb. 


As soon as Ihe Iamb Is delivered the 


ahepherd should cleanse the'phlegm 
from tin- lamb's mouth anil nostrils.

Some lambs wb'en dropped, wbile ajv 
parently normal in every wny. will 
fall to scnrt breatblng, but oftentimes 
their - breathing may be started by 
blowing Into their mouth and noatrlli. 


The first few hours of the Iamb's 


life IB the most erltical period through 
whlcli It passes. 
LD cold weather c&re 


Is required to prevent the new-born 
lamb from chilling. In case a lamb b&- 
comes allglitly cbllled It may n&uallj 
he revived by wrapping In'dry clothi 
or by being placed hear a warm fir* 
for a short time. If btdly cUlled, hvfft 
ever, It mnyh.e necessary to Immersa 
the limb for two or three mlnutei In 
water which Is as hot as the hand can 
bear, after which It should be wiped 
M dry as po&sible, wrapped In dry 
cloths and placed In a wurn room. 


Lambs which are unable to it&nd 


and suckle, and those which have 
been chilled, should ba helped to »e- 
cure a Oil of milk as soon as possible. 
After they have suckled two or three 
times and become thoroughly dry and 
warm they will stand considerable 
hardship. 


Ewts DTaown Lambs. 


If Individual pens are used for the 


ewe and lamb, and the ewes sre In good 
condition so that Uiey have sufficient 
milk for their offspring, very few of 
the lambs will be disowned.

TO MEASURE FARM INCOMES 


Natlon-Wlde Survey Being Mad« to 


Discover Results of Farm 


Operations. 


A nation-wide survey to discover the 


dollars nnd cents result of farm opera- 
tions for the country as a whole In 
1922 
Is now being made by the United 


Stales Department of Agriculture. 


The survey, giving the fa'cis of re- 


ceipts nnd expenses, Js the first of Its 
kind ever attempted, and Is part of a 
permanent project to determine the 
trend of incomes from farming, cur- 
rently from 1022 forward, and back- 
ward, so far as available data will i>er- 
mlt. The survey will show acreage, 
farm value, method of operation, pro- 
duction, receipts and expenses on Indi- 
vidual farms. 
Compilations ntll be 


made hy secilons of the country and 
also by commodities. 


In addition to a general question- 


naire, distributed among iin.OOO of the 
depnrtment's crop re|>orterH, n detailed 
ormtdcnsr quesllommire will be sent 
to all farmers In counties where'tbe 
department has already made farm 
business analysis studies. 
This year 


the special county work will Include 
IB arens, ten by mall and six covered 
personally by department representa- 
tives.

Turkey hens are wont to "steal" 


their neiti In hidden places, tuch as a 
patch of weedi, tall grass or thick 
brush and often wander i half mile or 
more from home before they find lo- 
cations that suit them. To find these 
stolen nesta often proves to be a long 
and tedious task, the usual method 
being to follow each turkey hen as she 
separates from the flock and starts 
toward her nest, care being taken that 
she does not know she Is being fol- 
lowed. 
A much easier and Quicker 


method than this Is to confine the 
hens early some morning soon after 
they have cotne down from nest and 
let them out late In the afternoon. 
Those that are laying will then head 
for their nests In order to lay the eggs 
they have been holding. 


If many turkeys are kept, the ose 


of a breeding pen will be found a 
great convenience. 
This pen should 


cover a sufficient area to allow the 
turkeys some eierclse, an acre for fif- 
teen birds being none too large. A 
hog-tight wire fence three feet high 
will hold most turkeys, and If any per- 
sist In flying out, the flight feather? of 
one wing should be clipped.

should be scattered about the pen.
